VADA'S GENTLE REMINDERS

At the September 27th - 30th, 1993 
meeting, the members of the Missouri 
State Board of Nursing reviewed the 
numbers and types of requests from 
schools to hire faculty not totally 
meeting the criteria set aside in the 
March 9, 1992 revision of Minimum 
Standards for Accredited Programs of 
Professional Nursing. 


The Board members now believe that an 
ample transition period has elapsed 
and the revision to Minimum Standards 
requiring degrees in nursing for 
faculty teaching in diploma, 
associate degree, and baccalaureate 
programs must be upheld. The 
Missouri State Board of Nursing will 
begin enforcing the March 9, 1992 
rule beginning with the 1994/95 
academic year. All accredited 
programs of professional nursing will 
be required to be in compliance with 


Minimum Standards' faculty 
credentials commencing with the 
1994/95 academic school year. I 


remind you that the revision provides 
a "grandfathering" of faculty already 
in their positions prior to this rule 
revision as long as they remain with 
the institution, however; if the 
faculty accepts another position with 
another institution they are no 
longer exempted.

The newly revised Practical Nursing 
Minimum Standards require certain 
information to be provided to 
applicants PRIOR TO ADMISSION. 


Practical Nursing schools need to 
look at the methods currently used to 
recruit applicants and verify the 
inclusion of the required items. 
These materials can be included 
within student handbooks, however; 


this would require that every 


applicant be given a handbook. 


IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
STATE POSTSECONDARY 
REVIEW PROGRAM 
Coordinating Board 
for Higher Education 


A significant new component of the 
federal government 's legislation 
affecting postsecondary education 
institutions was included in the 1992 
amendments to the Higher Education 


Act -- Title IV, Part H, Subpart 1: 
the State Postsecondary Review 
Program. The purpose of this 


legislation is to protect the 
interests of students and the federal 
financial aid funds that support 
them. Part H is structured to 
provide this protection by 
strengthening state oversight of all 
postsecondary institutions (public, 
independent, and proprietary) that 
are eligible to participate in 
federal student financial aid (Title 
IV) programs, e.g., Pell Grants, 
guaranteed student loans, and federal 
direct student loans. Each state is 
required to designate a single point 
of contact, the State Postsecondary 
Review Entity (or SPRE). The SPRE is 
authorized by Part H to develop 
standards and conduct or coordinate 
reviews of institutions in that state 
for the United States Department of 
Education. 


On August 13 and again on August 27 
the CBHE staff met in the Governor's 
office with representatives of the 
Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education, the Department 
of Economic Development, and the 
Governor's staff to discuss 
Missouri's options for the 
designation of Missouri's SPRE 
agency. Since the Coordinating Board 
already serves as the state's 
planning agency for much of 
postsecondary education, administers 
the proprietary licensure program, 
serves as the state's guaranty agency 
for student loans, and administers 
the state/federal SSIG student grant 
program, it was generally agreed that 


the CBHE should be Missouri's SPRE. 
In addition, both Missourians for 
Higher Education and the Missouri 
Association of Private Career Schools 
have recommended to Governor Carnahan 
that the CBHE serve as the SPRE. 


The proposed designation of the CBHE 
as Missouri's SPRE is a mixed 
blessing. Given the Coordinating 
Board's role in Missouri, the 
designation is both logical and 
appropriate. Since the SPRE has the 
responsibility to develop’ state 
standards for per formance in 
consultation with the institutions, 
this program presents the CBHE with a 
very important opportunity. This 
designation is not, however, without 
its costs. Implementation of the 
SPRE function in the next year will, 
no doubt, slow the development of 
Master Plan _ IV. Perhaps more 
importantly, the integration of the 
SPRE activity into the traditional 
policy-making functions of the 
Coordinating Board so that it 
complements and reinforces these 
activities rather than supplants them 
will be critically important. 


REFLECTIONS

A standing ovation to us upon our 
arrival into 1994 and an expression 
of hope that we each choose to use 
whatever healthy opportunities await 
us in this new year! From my 
perspective, your Board members and 
staff, since October, have been at 
the high end of time, energy, and 
cognitive investment in the nursing 
practice domain. Space allows only a 
few important matters to be 
mentioned. 


You will recall a mailing of an 
10/4/93 Memorandum with an attached 
Statement on Advanced Practice 
Nursing and inclusion of the current 
Nurse Specialty Titles Rule. This 
Board product was one of the first 
outcomes of HB 564, the contents of 
which became effective 8/28/93. 


Since then, the members of the 
Advanced Practice Nursing Task Force, 
which includes Board members, Susan 
Morgan, Sr. Jeanne Meurer, and Toni 
Sullivan and professional staff, 
Florence Stillman and myself, have 
met numerous times to create a draft 
Advanced Practice Nurse Rule that 
would apply to nurse practitioners 
and clinical nurse specialists who 
are not nationally certified in 
accord with the Nurse Specialty 
Titles Rule. The draft will be 
reviewed by the entire Board at its 
meeting in January, 1994. Plans to 
revise the Nurse Specialty Titles 
Rule to include advanced practice 
nurses inadvertently excluded are 
also anticipated in the near future. 
The members of the Advanced Practice 
Nursing Task Force have also been 
actively engaged in joint rulemaking 
meetings with members of the Board of 
Healing Arts to accomplish rule 
identifications related to the three 
areas specified in HB 564 concerning 
collaborative practice arrangements 
between physicians and advanced 
practice nurses or registered 
professional nurses. A progress 
report on this joint rulemaking work 
will be made at the January, 1994 
Board meeting. Meanwhile, related to 
ongoing advances in the development 
of drugs and intravenous drug 
delivery systems, the Board's 
Practice Committee has reviewed the 
practice component of the LPN/IV 
Therapy Rule. The Committee's 
recommended changes will also be 
examined at the January, 1994 Board 
meeting. Each of these draft 
documents, in their ongoing stages of 
development, are public information.

IMPORTANT INFORMATION REGARDING

Failure to provide an original signed 
release may result in the Missouri 
State Board of Nursing not being able 
to facilitate your request § for 
information.

BECOMING AN NCLEX PANEL MEMBER 


By participating in the NCLEX 
development process, you will have 
the opportunity to learn how the 
nursing licensure examinations are 
developed from job analysis through 
results reporting. In addition, you 
will have the personal satisfaction 
of knowing that you had input into 
the process through item writing, 
item reviewing, recommending a 
passing standard or serving on the 
Bias Sensitivity Review Panel. 


Without participation by nurses like 
yourself, National Council would not 
be able to develop licensure 
examinations. Stop wondering what 
the NCLEX is all about and apply for 
one of the panels. The process is 
very simple, and applications are 
available from the Board office or 
the National Council. The National 
Council will notify you about eight 
weeks before the session if you have 
been selected to participate. Pack 
your bags and start discovering. 


ITEM WRITERS 
(selected annually) 


Item Writers develop the multiple- 
choice questions that are used for 
the NCLEX. Qualifications include: 


1. Be currently licensed and 
recommended by the Board of 
Nursing in the jurisdiction 
where you practice. 


2. Be a registered nurse (RN) with 
a master's or higher degree in 
nursing (for NCLEX-RN) or be a 
licensed practical nurse 
(LPN/LVN) or RN (for NCLEX-PN). 


3. Be responsible for teaching 
basic/undergraduate students in 
the clinical area or be 
currently employed in clinical 
nursing practice. 


4. Have knowledge of the scope of 
entry-level nursing practice. 


PANEL OF JUDGES 
(selected every three years; RN: 
1992; PN: 1993) 


The Panel of Judges recommends the 
NCLEX passing score to the National 


Council Board of Directors. 
Qualifications include: 
1. Be currently licensed and 


recommended by the Board of 
Nursing in the jurisdiction 
where you practice. 


2. Be an RN (for NCLEX-RN) or an 
LPN/LVN or RN (for NCLEX-PN). 


3. Be currently employed in 
clinical nursing practice 
giving patient care AND work 
directly with nurses who have 
entered nursing practice during 
the past twelve months. One 
basic/undergraduate faculty 
member will be on the panel, as 
well as a nurse licensed within 
the past year. 


ITEM REVIEWERS 
(selected annually) 


Item Reviewers review the items that 
are created by the item writers. 
Qualifications include: 


1. Be currently licensed and 
recommended by the Board of 
Nursing in the jurisdiction 
where you practice. 


2. Be an RN (for NCLEX-RN) or an 
LPN/LVN or RN (for NCLEX-PN). 


3. Be currently employed in 
clinical nursing practice 
giving patient care AND work 
directly with nurses who have 
entered nursing practice during 
the past twelve months. 


BIAS SENSITIVITY 
REVIEW PANEL (BSRP) 
(selected every two years, in even- 
numbered years) 
The BSRP reviews NCLEX items for 


racial bias and  culturally-bound 
material. Qualifications include: 


1. Be currently licensed in the 
jurisdiction where you 
practice. 

2. Be an RN, LPN/LVN or a 
linguist. 

3. Speak and understand more than 


one language (does not apply to 
the linguist, male or African- 
American member). 


4. Be assimilated into American 
culture, but have affiliations 
with original culture of your 
ethnic group (does not apply to 
linguist or male member). 


5. Have ability to empathize with 
persons of various socio- 
economic status and be 
sensitive to class and 
lifestyle difference. 


All meetings will occur one time for 
three to five days in a convenient 
location (except BSRP which will 
require attendance quarterly for two 
years). 


All expenses are paid by the National 
Council or its test service. 


Continuing education units are 
provided to item writers and item 
reviewers,

Nursing Education 
Articulation Task 
Force Update 
by Susan A. Morgan, President, 
Missouri State Board of Nursing 


A noteworthy event took place on 
September 2, 1993 in Jefferson City, 
Missouri. That noteworthy event was 
the initial convening of a group of 
individuals committed to exploring 
articulation and its implications for 


nursing education in the state. The 
meeting was convened under’ the 
auspices of the State Board of 


Nursing and was called to order by 
the State Board representative to the 
group, Susan Morgan. Sherri. 
Kirkpatrick who is the Missouri 
Nurses' Association representative to 
the group was elected chair of the 
Task Force. Other members of the 
group included: Mary Gibbons 
representing the Missouri League for 
Nursing; Ann Westrope representing 
the Missouri Organization for Nurse 
Executives; Virginia Mayeux 
representing the Show Me _ State 
Hospital Based Schools of Nursing; 
Susan Hildebrand representing the 
Missouri Association of Baccalaureate 
and Higher Degree Programs of 
Nursing; Michele Soest representing 
the Missouri Council of Associate 
Degree Nursing Programs; William 
Catlow representing the Missouri 
State Association for Licensed 
Practical Nurses and Pati Cox 
representing the Missouri Council of 
Practical Nurse Educators. 


The Board of Nursing's interest in 


nursing education articulation 
officially dated back to the summer 
of 1991 when the Board endorsed the 
National League for Nursing's 
Position Statement educational 
mobility. The NLN statement urges 
the development of "academically, 
fiscally and socially responsible 
systems of nursing education that 
will assure the educational mobility 
of individuals who elect to pursue 
additional academic preparation in 
nursing." Toward this end, the Task 
Force adopted the goal of "developing 
an articulation model to assure and 
facilitate educational mobility of 
individual nurses." The model 
envisioned by the Task Force is a 
voluntary model based on articulation 
as a process through which two or 
more distinct nursing programs 
cooperate to accommodate the 
student's learning needs and career 
goals with minimal repetition of 
learning experiences. 


The Task Force identified several 
driving forces for nursing education 
articulation as well as several 
restraining forces. Paramount among 
the restraining forces was the lack 
of a leadership group to develop and 
promote an articulation model 
appropriate to meet the unique needs 
of Missouri's educationally mobile 
nurses. The Task force is accepting 
that leadership role and is now about 
the business of developing an 
articulation model. The belief that 
there is a common core of knowledge, 
attitudes, cognitive skills, and 
psychomotor skills that all graduates 
of all types of nursing programs 
should acquire along with the 
recognition that there are distinct 
differences in the breadth, depth, 
scope of preparation and knowledge 
required of each type of graduate 
forms the foundation for the model. 
The Task Force acknowledges that all 
types of nursing programs have worth 
and are valuable in achieving the 
goals of access and articulation and 
therefore, will focus on a model that 
facilitates educational mobility from 
the practical nurse entry level to 
the Master of Nursing entry level. 
Additionally, the Task Force supports 


the notion that each educational 
institution must retain the 
prerogative of establishing its 
unique mission, goals and standards 
for admission, progression, and 
graduation. 
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Articulation arrangements generally 
shift the focus of responsibility 
from the individual student to the 
student's program of nursing. This 
paradigm shift in thinking does not 
negate an educational institution's 
right to establish student specific 
validation processes, however, it 
does encourage and facilitate the 
development of program validation 
processes that provide some sense of 
consistency and reasonable 
recognition of prior learning among 
and between participating educational 
institutions. The need to develop 
models that "provide for mobility to 
higher levels" is supported by the 
American Association of Colleges of 
Nursing as noted in their draft 
position statement of July 24, 1993. 
The AACN draft statement notes that 
the goal of "educational mobility is 
to enhance student progression with 
minimal barriers or duplication of 
knowledge and skills." 


Input from the nursing community is 
essential as the Task Force continues 
in its efforts to develop an 
appropriate voluntary articulation 
mode. Models developed by states 
such as Colorado, Iowa, Ohio, 
Maryland and other exist and 
constitute a beginning point for 
discussion. Missouri's unique needs, 
however, cannot be addressed without 
input from the nursing community. To 
promote the exchange of information 
and to solicit input from the nursing 
community , the Task Force has 
scheduled an articulation exchange 
workshop. The workshop will be held 
in Jefferson City on February 24, 
1994. Additional information about 
the workshop will be published and 
disseminated soon. Missouri has 
demonstrated it's ability to be a 
leader in health care reform. Now it 
is time for Missouri to demonstrate 
it's ability to be a leader in 
innovative nursing education models.

The 
location of testing centers are 
subject to change so if you are 
interested, please do not let 


geographic location of the testing 
center be a barrier to your inquiry. 


In selecting a reader, the following 
criteria will be used: 


1. The person is a_ Registered 
Nurse or Licensed Practical 
Nurse who has not been 


disciplined by the Board or is 
not under investigation. 


2. The person is not a faculty 
member in a basic/undergraduate 
nursing education program now 
or within the next six months. 


3. The person will not be an 
instructor in any courses, 
workshops or tutoring 
activities that involve 


drilling or coaching on test 
questions similar in content to 
those on NCLEX or in the next 
six months. 


4. The person reads carefully and 


distinctly. 

5. The person pronounces 
medical/nursing terms 
correctly. 

6. The person participates in an 


orientation provided by the 


Board, if necessary. 
7. The person will be evaluated on 
his/her effectiveness as a 


reader to determine possible 
use for future exam sessions. 


The responsibilities of a reader are: 


1. Be available for a time period 
of 1-2 days of testing at a 
specified time and place. 


2. Sign an NCLEX Reader Agreement. 


3. Follow the guidelines for 
reading/recording outlined in 


the Procedures for Requesting 
Testing Modifications for NCLEX 
Candidates with Disabilities. 


4. Arrive at the test center at 
least 30 minutes prior to the 
scheduled time with the proper 


credentials.
